Writes From Germany 

- Bitburg, Germany, 
April 23, X9i9. 
Mr. G. S. Albright, 
Mt* Vefm. Ky. 
Dear Edgar: — 

It has been almost four 
months since I wrot9. you but I 
can liardly belitfTf tkKl have 
beeD in GenaasT tkat loai;. We 
have had a pretty bad winter 
here, although uot extremely 
ooid. Spring seems to be late as 
wc^M»oai7 reBiat^ had aaow. 
Farmers are' getting busy and 
there must be a great deal more 
being done than there has been 
sioee Ihe ««r began, as.the men 
are back hoMc. I aee acn after 
acre of land being turntd this 
Spring which has evidently not 
been cultivated for three or four 
yem. bdos amtfytagnM 
While the men are back home, 
the woman all work in the fields, 
and children of all sizes. I can- 
not Me whae we ^ot oar idea of 
German efficiency. I have been 
all over this side of the Rhine, 
occupied by the American army 
and I fail to see any evidence of 
it la 4&tt I Im Mer eeen 
sock a waste of labor. You 
never see a man Rowing without 
another man driyin^^ to( him, or 
perhaps a woaaa. Sie vorit u 
mosHy done withealllt«id wlidi 
say cattle I mean cows, be- 
cause it is quite a» common to see 
them doing all kinds ot work 
wNhcoWi m 9t hetBtfOStt 
In fact they mix them up 
way. The other day I saw a 
team plowing which consisted of 
a malehitehaiepbeeiSe a jeraey 
cow and as old j^oor horse ^ 
front. Tbeir large towns look 
very well, but the smaller vil- 
lages, say from one thouaand 
people dowB *aie tte ^rlieat 
places I have ever seen. Practi- 
oally all the farmers live in these 
villages. They build their houses 
and baras altogether, the en- 
traaoe to tbm bum bdaf right 
along side the front entrance to 
their house. Where I billeted 
this winter in Badem, there was 
onlj 1^ wall baMPMB m j room 
and the atoek in the bam. In 
this same town the Burgomaster, 
who is the big man of the town, 
has a door opemng from the 
mttto hril of hia dwelliag fatto 
his barn. The toilets are built 
in front of the houses instead of 
the back and the reftise from 
tha tens ia plaoed in a plaoe 
especiallj in ip Med In -front of 
the honses and bams This place 
oooaists of an enclosure of stone 
about two feet high under which 
is a iMft pto iirto widoh the aM> 
nnre diains TUs pit is leeched 
by a large pump and in the spring 
this drainage is pumped out and 
hauled to tMr tern Im large 
taaks made Isr the parpoaa. Can 
you imagine the kind of odor 
which is around one of the towns 
during these spring months ? 
Now to prgve to yom d»t I am 
vot lying about this, luam enclos- 
ing you % picture of rov billet at 
Badem. where I spent two months 
flit wioiar. At your left yon 
will Me tbe toilet, aad at year 
right the entrance to the barn, 
my room being right next to 
.the barn. In front you see the 
faidiepiMiAlit -aMflure pilA fk>w 
they keep from dying in aommer
